Eddyville. Ky., March 11— Pet- 
rie Kimbrough, alias Will Lockett 
the convicted slayer of Geneva 
Hardman. and self confessed mur 
^ derer of four other persons, all 
women, died in the electric chair 
prison here at 4:32 this morning. 

Guards took the negfto from his 
cell in the death row at 4:14 and 
immediately escorted him to the 
death chamber. 

His face bore but a slight sign 
of emotion as his head was en- 
veloped in the black cap- 
Prison Electrician Collier turn- 
ed on the electric current within 
15 seconds and Kimbrough was 
pronounced dead at 4:32- 

Two brotlier.s of the Hardman 
g^rl and 17 Lexington citizens to- 
gether with eight soldiers and 12 
prison guards, witnessed the exe- 
cution. 

Kimbrough refused to luake a 
statement wlicn taken from his 
cell. 1 if prayed continually dur- 
ing the night and sang hymns. 

His body was buried in the 
])rison cemetery. 

ADD LOCKET mtuyp .. : ofmw 

.Vhen the death warrant was 
read to the confessed four-time 
murderer at 6 o'clock last night 
-by Warden Lhilton. he stood un- 
moved and yawned at the end. 
After singing religious songs, he 
laughed stoically and shouted: 

"Yes, going home to Jesus to 
die no more, thank God." 

His only comment on the death 
warrant was : 

"I am ri-ady to go, and am not 
afraid U) die." Lint his hands 
trem]>kd as he warmed they over 
the little radiator near his cot. 

The negro was asleep at 8 
o'clock, but awakened shortly af- 
ter nn'dnight and began to i>ray 
loudly, his vcjice carrying to all 
l)art> of the prison. 

KimbrtiUgli talked freely to re- 
porters present as the reading of 
thf warrant; lie has not spent a 
single liappy night since he began 
his care(*r of crime 15 years ago, 
he told tluMii. Always, he said, he 
was dissati.'itied and went from 
place ti) plac6 fearful that he 
would he c»«ght. '-^'' 

He had no nujre confessions to 
make, he declared, but had reveal- 
ed all his crimes in the interview 
Monday with the v.varden ; at least 
all sins which in any way had 
harmed anyone. The smaller 
sins he had confessed in his pray- 
ers- 

The negro sj)ent his last day 
reading fre([uently from the Bible, 
singing hymns and kneeling in 
prayer. Most f»f the time he re- 
clined on his cot. He wrote to his 
father in Todd count}- sending a 
farevyell message to his people. 
He ate a hearty su])per and after- 
ward smoked a cigarette for 
which he -asked a reiK)rter. 

Kimbroiigh said lie was satisfi- 
ed that justice had been done and 
exi)resseiif ai>preciation to the sol- 
diers who hJid .-aved him from the 
mob. He also thanked Captain 
Taylor, "Off the Leitchfield com- 
pany, eigilt members of u-hich 
Jiad guarded the prison, and pre- 
sented him with small testaments 
which he autographed with the 
words, "To remember me by." He 
said he had been well treated by 
\\ ar(len Oiilton and other Eddy- 
ville officials. 

Kimbrough pleaded for clem- 
ency for Charles Dcnithitt. white, 
and Hoe Hughes, colored, in ad- 
joining cells in the death house, 
awaiting electrocution. 

Douthitt added his own plea 
through the cell wall and asked 
newspaper men to say for him : 

"If they're going to kill me, tell 
them td go ahead and end my tor- 
ture." 

He has s^en eight men pass his 
cell to the death room while 
awaiting liis own call to pay the 
penalty for murder. 

Kinriyrough gave both Douthitt 
and Hughes Hibles. 



Lockett was 30 years old, a na- 
tive of Chris'tian county and a 
soldier at Camp Zachary Taylor, 
during the world war.His last vic- 
tim was Geneva Hardman of 
South Elkhorn. She was killed 
on the morning of Feb. 4, 1920- 
The murder of the little girl 
near the village of South Elk- 
horn aroused the people there. 
Her non-appearance at school re- 
sulted in finding her mutilated 
body in a corn field beside the 
country road. Posses late in 
the afternoon found Lockett, ap- 
parently . a .wandering negro, at 
Dixontown, six miles from the 
place of her death. He was taken 
to Lexington whence the authori- 
ties spirited him to the state re- 
fornwtory at Frankfort. The 
same night a long line of auto- 
mobiles, loaded with armed men, 
made a demand upon the prison 
authorities for the possession of 
the negro. Governor Edwin P. 
Morrow warned the crowd that 
the negro, would be protected at 
any cost and it dispersed. 

On February 9, guarded by 
nearly 100 members of the state 
militia, Lockett was taken to 
Lexington, a special grand jury 
was impaneled, an indictment 
wais retiimed and within forty 
minutes after he was placed on 
trial Lockett was convicted and 
sentenced to be electrocuted here 
March 11. 

Announcement of the verdict 
seemed to anger the crowd out- 
side which had grown larger. A 
man with a rope yelled. "Let's get 
him," and led the mob up the 
court house steps. Adjutant Gen- 
eral Deweese, in command of the 
militia, attempted to halt crowd, 
but it pressed on the guardsmen 
who opened tire. l-'ive ])er- 
sons were killed and 20 wounded, 
one of the wounded dying a feu 
hours later. 

Gov. Morrow -was advised and 
called upon the' federal authori- 
ties for troops. \\'ithin a few 
hours, two riot battalions of reg- 
ulars were formed at Camp Tay- 
lor, Louisville, and under com- 
mand of Brigadier General 1'". C. 
Miirshall, "Were on the" way to 
Lexington in special trains. .Ar- 
riving there in the middle of the 
afUcrnoOn,'' General Marshall dc<- 
trained his men in riot formationv 
with fixed bayonets- They march- 
ed up the street to the court 
house. \N'ithin forty minutes, 
army authorities say crowds were 
cleared front. the 'street's^ pickets 
were posted, patrols were estab- 
lished, and Lcxingon and Fayette 

coiinty deckred under mkrtial 

law. 

Lockett meanwhile was confin- 
ed in a cage in the court house, 
where he remained until the nigin 
of February 10th, when he was 
taken from the court house, 
marched down the street in the 
center of a squad of soldiers and 
placed on board a . special train 
l)Oun for the state prison. Early 
the next day, with squads of men 
deployed at intcl^vals between thf 
railroad station and the prison, 
Lockett was taken from the train 
and withrn a few ' minuteft was in 
a death cell. 

A grand jury which investigat- 
ed the riots announced that al-

New York,-!^Iarch 10— Herbert 
C. Hoover, former Fedearl Food 
Administrator, in a letter received 
'l' J^^^Ph Arnold, of Los Angeles. 
CaJ.. New York representative of 
the "Make Hoover President 
Club," of California, declared taht 
he was not seeking j)ublic office, 
and that his ambition was to re- 
main a commofi citizen, but that 
he believed that he, "live every 
other citizen," always sliould be 
"ready for service when really 
called upon." 

Mr. Hoover's letter followed 
tlie action of a group of Califdr- 
nians residing in this city in ap- 
])ointinent of a committee to go to 
W ashington to ask Mr. Hoover to 
make known his position. • The 
committee included Mark Requa, 
Federal Oil Administrator, during 
the W(jrl(l war. 

Asserting that while such "pro- 
posals indeed are a great honor. I 
feel that I cannot alter tlio atti- 
tude that I consistently have pre- 
served." Mr. Hoover's letter con- 
tinned : 

"First, I am an independent pro- 
pressive in the issues before us to- 
day. I think that at this time the 
issues before the country ttans- 
cend partisanship. 

It is well known that I was a 
Progressive Republican before 
the war, and, 1 think rightly, a 
non-i)artisan during my war ser- 
vice- The issues confronting us 
are new, and the alignment upon 
them has not been m^ide yet by 
the jrreat parties- T still object 
as nuicli to the reactionary group 
in the republican party as 1 do to 
the radical group in the Demo- 
oratic party, i , 

Second, I i^tn not -seeking pub- 
lic office, and, consulting my own 
personal inclinations, 1 do not de- 
sire public office. I cannot pre- 
vent any citizen or grouj) of citi- 
zens agitating that I should take 
public office, but I caniiot partici- 
pate conscientiously in any organ- 
ization to that end. 
'"'T*VeTGifg*'f o a "group which 
think that the American citizens 
should elect their own officials, at 
thc-ir own initiation aiid volition, 
and that resents the manufacture 
of officials by machine methods. 

"I feel sure that if I entered the 
race for the nomination for the 
Presidency, and undertook to so- 
licit and spend the propaganda 
and organization, this in itself 
would be a negation of the right 
American instinct, because of the 
obligations that it all im])Hes. T 
believe thoroughly that I. like any 
other citizen, always should be 
ready for service when really call- 
ed upon, but to go out and try to 
persuade the j)ublic to call me is 
opposed to my every instinct. 

"Third, I hope to have the af- 
fection of rt\y countrymen, btit my 
ambition is to remain a common 
citizen, ready to engage in team- 
jilay with any organization and 
leadership that has for its objec- 
tive the consumniation and main- 
tenance of great issues and re- 
forms that I believe to be for the 
public interest. I believe, of 
course, in party organization, but 
it must be for the protection of is- 
sues, not of men. 

"I am not a straddler of any is- 
sue. I pass most of my time ag- 
itating for issue in which I be- 
lieve. 

"It is the privilege of all of us 
to hold our own views, and it is 
our duty to express them when 
called upon to do so, but no man 
can be so arrogant as to assume 
that he can dictate the issue to the 
American viiters or to the great 
parties that they support. 

"Fourth, you and your friends 
have urged that I should under- 
take to organize propaganda for 



myself as representing issues, liy 
entering into com])etition for 
nomination of a great p^ty- 

"Aside from the reasons men- 
tioned above, this implies entry 
upon a road of self-seeking-, 
whereas my view is that I should 
agitate for the issues, not for m\ - 
self. 

"You rightly say that joining 
sheer organization without issue 
merely is office-hunting, without 
regard to ])ublic service. 

"Finally, I am not so ignorant 
as not to realize perfectly well 
that such a course docs not learl 
to nomination to the Presidency, 
but I would not be myself if I 
started on a path o^* self-seeking 
to obtain any office."
